One  sample  of  milk  taken  ”In  course  of  transit*’  from  the  producer 
to  the  retailer  v/as  found  on  analysis  to  contain  added  water  to  the 
extent  of  7 %•  Proceedings  resulted  in  a  fine  of  £1  and  the  payment 

of  £1.  Is.  Od.  costs  by  the  producer. 

Two  formal  samples  of  vinegar  which  proved  on  analysis  to  be 
contaminated  by  metalic  impurities  resulted  in  an  official  letter  of 
caution  being  sent  to  the  vendor.  Supplies  of  vinegar  in  the 
possession  of  the  retailer  concerned  were  condemned  and  siezed  as 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

A  sample  of  milk  from  a  producer-retailer  was  found  to  be  deficient 
in  fat.  The  trader  concerned  was  officially  cautioned  by  the  Clerk  to 
the  County  Council.
